AWARD 
Shri Radhey Sham was in the service of M /s Anand Steel and Wire (P ) Ltd , Faridabad . His 
services were terminated and this gave rise to an industrial dispute , The Governor of Haryana, in exercise of 
the powers conferred by clause ( C ) of the sub -section (1: of section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947, referred the following dispute to this Court for adjudication , - vide Goveroment Gazette Notifica 
tion No. ID / FD /321- B /1894 , dated 23rd January, 1969 : 

Whether the termination of services of Shri Radhey Sham was justified and in order. If not, to 

what relief is he entitled ? 

On receipt of the reference usual notices were issued to the parties and they were required to 
attend this Court on 28th March , 1969. The services of the respondent was duly effected by registered post 
but no body appeared on their behalf. Ex parte evidence of Shri Radhey Shayam was, therefore, recorded . 
The workman has stated on oath that he joined the respondent concerned as a helper on 10th January, 1967 
and was getting Rs 75 per mensem as wages. He says that the management wanted him to work overtime 
every day but he explained to them that his wife was ill and he had to prepare the meals himself . The 
management became annoyed with him on this account and terminated bis services without giving him any 
charge- sheet or holding any enquiry . The workman says that he has not been able to get any employ 
ment since the management terminated his services. 

There is no evidence to contradict the sworn testimony of the workman . Accordingly I hold the 
termination of the services as was not justified and in order. He is entitled to be reinstated with full back 
wages and continuity of services.
